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Mr. Burt responded that, by his 
count, the documentary mentioned 
General Westmoreland more th at) 40 
times, “and it sure didn't wander in 
there by accident.” 

Mr. Burt noted that, even thou gh the 
estimate for President Johnsondid not 
include a 1967 figure for the self-de- 
fense forces, it contained a 1966 esti- 
mate and described the forces. 

The issue in the suit, Mr. Burt 
stressed, was whether General West- 
moreland had sought to deceive his su- 
periors. And CbT he said, had had
